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HEAVY  EXPORTS  0?  PALEST  IIS  ORANGES  TO  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 

Exports  of  oranges  from  Palestine  to  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  1926-2?  season,  November- January,  amounted  to 
920,000  cases  as  compared  with  569,000  cases  during  the  corresponding 
period  last  season,  according  to  reports  received  in  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Consul  0.  5.  Heizer  at  Jerusalem.     The  1926-27  orange 
crop  in  palest  ine ,  as  reported  by  the  Department  in  Foreign  Service  Re- 
lease CF-38  has  been  estimated  at  approximately  2,500,000  cases  as  com- 
pared with  1,500,000  cases  in  1925-26. 

The  United  Kingdom  takes  practically  all  of  the  Palestine  orange 
exports.     Thus  far  this  season  the  bulk  of  the  shipments  to  the  British 
markets  have  been  consigned  to  Liverpool,  Manchester .  Glasgow  and  Hull, 
from  whence  they  are  distributed  to  other  -carts  of  the  country.  Actual 
shipments  by  ports  of  destination  during  the  first  taree  months  of  the 
current  season  ""ere  as  follows:    Liverpool,  311,231  cases;  Glasgow, 
231,163  cases;  Manchester,  171,32?  cases;  Hull,  170,383  cases;  and  other 
British  ports,  35,618  cases. 

The  Palestine  orange  exoort  season  usually  opens  early  in  November 
although  shipments  this  season  commenced  early  in  October  when  some  8,694 
cases  were  shipped  to  England.     The  first  arrivals  at  Liverpool  sold  quick- 
ly at  from  $3,95  to  $4.07  per  case  for  144* s.     The  first  shipment  to 
England  during  the  1925-26  season  was  made  on  November  15  when  opening 
prices  for  144»s  ranged  from  $3.16  to  $3.77  per  case.     The  rate  on  oranges 
from  Jaffa  to  British  norts  is  56p'  and  68^  per  case,  depending  on  the 
steamship  line  used.
